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Craitor ‘totally exhausted’ 




It’s not cancer. 

A week after abruptly 
resigning as Niagara Falls 
MPP, Kim Craitor broke his 
silence to say it's not a return 
of cancer or any other health 
issue in particular that 
pushed him to the political 
sidelines. 

“I’m emotionally and 
physically drained. I’m total¬ 
ly exhausted,” an emotional 
Craitor told the Niagara Falls 
Review in a telephone inter¬ 
view Monday afternoon. 
“Issue after issue. Crisis after 
crisis. At home, too, all the 
phone calls.” 

The 67-year-old cancer 
survivor said he was finding 
it difficult to speak in public. 
Monday was the first time he 
did so since he stated in a 
press release last Tuesday 
that he was retiring to put 
his health and family first. 

The release stated Craitor 
was not expected to be avail¬ 
able for interviews. Craitor 
did not return calls from the 
Review to his 
cellphone or 
home last week 
and nobody 
answered the 
door at his 
Nathan Cres. 
residence.

You 
know it in your 
heart,” Craitor 
told the Review 
Monday.

Craitor had a 


tumour removed from his 
neck. In 2007, he went 
through radiation treatment 
to ensure any remaining 
cancer cells were 
destroyed. 

He went public with his 

Craitor said despite going 
for treatments, he kept 
working at his local offices 
and Queen's Park and dealt 
with constituent concerns 
as if all was well. 

"Maybe in hindsight I 
should have taken time off,” 
he said. 

Craitor said he feels that 
he has let his constituents 
down by resigning. 

“People re-elected me 
and I didn’t stay. People 
have a right to feel upset 

"I was the luckiest and 
happiest guy in the world to 
be a provincial member of 
parliament. I was very for¬ 
tunate. I am pinching myself 
to say this can’t be true.” 

When asked if he believes 
the public will look more at 
his reputation as a person¬ 
able and accessible politi¬ 
cian who often put the con¬ 
cerns of his constituents 


ahead of the stance of his 
party, Craitor said: "The 
public will decide. I do feel 
like I let people down. It's 
23 years of your life alto¬ 
gether (13 years as a Niagara 
Falls city councillor). I need

Student raises awareness about anxiety

Gone are the days of 
show-and-tell, where 
kids brought their cat 
into class, or their dog, 
ant farm, or whatever 
they may have had. 

I remember being in 
elementary school and 
people would bring 
their pets in for show- 
and-tell. It always lifted 
the students' spirits and 
engaged the class in 
discussion. 

While we need to be 


aware of allergies, it 
seems that almost 
everything is not 
allowed in certain spac¬ 
es - pets, perfume, 
scented lotions, certain 
types of foods, etc. 

I also remember a 
time when a peanut 
butter and jelly sand¬ 
wich was staple in peo¬ 
ple's lunches, now 
many schools are pea- 

We had a few stu¬ 
dents in my elementary 
school who were aller¬ 
gic to peanuts and man¬ 
aged just fine in that 
environment, with cau¬ 


tion from everyone. 

Recently though a St. 
Catharines teenager 
Becca Droeshout has 
been making headlines 
after she was told that 
her service dog, Lily 
was unable to attend 
regular classes with 
her. 

The District School 
Board of Niagara has 
told her that she will 
not be allowed to bring 
her dog to regular class¬ 
es until she can prove 
her support dog has the 
right qualifications. 

Becca suffers from 
severe anxiety - some¬ 


thing that can be overly 
medicated and take 
many years to over- 

The teen, who is 
16-years-old says she 
can cope with the anxi¬ 
ety and the demands of 
high school with the 
help of her specially 
trained yellow lab. 

A rally took place on 
Tuesday to support 
Becca and her ability 
to bring her service dog 
to class with her. 

I think this is an out- 
side-the-box solution 
for helping cope with 
severe anxiety. Outside 


the box is always better 
than inside the bottle. 

It takes a lot of cour¬ 
age to come forth at the 
age of 16 and admit 
anything is troubling 
you - let alone fighting 
for what you believe 

The drop-out rate of 
students who suffer 
from any mental ill¬ 
ness is substantially 
higher than those who 
do not. Whatever it 
takes for this girl to get 
to school and achieve 
her goals should not 


only be supported by 
the DSBN, but by the 
school community as a 
whole. She's brave for 
leaving the house and 
bringing this into the 
light.

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What's it like to be a medical journalist? Hard work and deadlines 


Health 
consumers 
confused about 
medical care, 
complications 
regarding 
prescription drugs 

What’s it like to be a 
medical journalist? It’s a 
combination of hard 
work, deadlines and 
loneliness. After all, 
computers are hardly 
good company. This is 
why, for several months, 
it’s been exciting meet¬ 
ing and greeting live 
humans across Canada. 
And what was the num¬ 
ber one question and 
worry of readers? 

I wasn’t surprised to 
find that health consum¬ 
ers today are confused 
about medical care. 
Countless numbers of 
readers handed me a list 
of prescription drugs 
they were taking. Most 
had only a vague knowl¬ 
edge of why they were 
taking them. I wondered

too, and was concerned 
about adverse drug 
interactions and their 
unintended conse¬ 
quences. 

The long lists of drugs 
being consumed rein¬ 
forced what I have writ¬ 
ten in the past. Namely, 
North Americans have 
become the most over¬ 
drugged society in the 
world. Moreover, rather 
than becoming healthier 
they’ve become obsessed 
about medication. The 
scene reminded me of 
the U.S. Constitution 
that states the right of 
everyone to the pursuit 
of happiness. Little did 
its framers realize that 


everyone’s happiness 
would become the pur¬ 
suit of perfect health. 

It quickly became 
apparent that "choles- 
terolphobia” is a prima¬ 
ry concern. It’s under¬ 
standable, as pharma¬ 
ceutical companies have 
spent hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars linking 
cholesterol-lowering 
drugs (CLDs) to the pre¬ 
vention of heart attack. I 
believe history will show 
this is a colossal error. 
Now people worry need¬ 
lessly that their blood 
cholesterol has 

increased from 5.1 to 
5.4. Or that their good 
cholesterol has 

decreased slightly, fig¬ 
ures that mean nothing. 

Many people had read 
my columns about 
Medi-C Plus, a powder 
containing high doses of 
vitamin C and lysine. 
Studies show this natu¬ 
ral combination can 
prevent heart attack, 
stroke and other cardio¬ 
vascular problems 
caused by atherosclero¬ 


sis (hardening of arter¬ 
ies). They asked, "Can I 
stop CLDs and take this 
non-toxic, inexpensive 
and effective remedy?" 
This is a decision to dis¬ 
cuss with your doctor. 
But since both C and 
lysine are natural sub¬ 
stances that we all 
obtain in food, increas¬ 
ing the amount should 
not be a problem. Since 
my heart attack 15 years 
ago, this has been my 
only medication. 
Capsules of Medi-C Plus 
or the combination pow¬ 
der, which I find easier 
to take, are available at 
Health Food Stores. 

The next most fre¬ 
quently asked question 
was about possible com¬ 
plications from pre¬ 
scription drugs that treat 
osteoporosis. Many were 
taking calcium along 
with vitamin D, but were 
unaware that vitamin K2 
directs blood calcium 
into bone, rather than 
into coronary arteries, 
where calcium can cause 
problems. 


It was distressing that 
many people were wor¬ 
ried about the health 
effects of prescription 
drugs. But they repeat¬ 
edly told me it was 
impossible to question 
physicians about medi¬ 
cation. Due to this frus¬ 
tration, they were resort¬ 
ing to Health Food Stores 
for advice and not tell¬ 
ing their doctors. 

couple of conclusions 
during the past several 
weeks of travel. If I had 
the power to improve 
the nation's health, I'd 
prohibit TV commer¬ 
cials that daily tell us 
that something is wrong 
with us. I’d do this 
because we’ve reached a 
point where a well per¬ 
son is someone who 
simply hasn’t been 
examined by enough 
doctors, or had a battery 
of tests done! Then we 
could dump at least half 
the pills in the trash to 
the benefit of mankind. 

I also came to the 
conclusion that it will

The DSBN says that 
Lily has to pass a school 
access test Oct. 21, and 
in the meantime they 
will cover a dog temper- 

Currently the DSBN is 
saying that until Lily can 
pass a school access test 
and Becca and her fam¬ 
ily can prove Lily's ser¬ 
vice training matches 
the Assistance Dogs 
International standard - 
normally used for dogs 
providing support for 
physical needs - Becca 
will have to be segregat¬ 
ed from other students, 


only going to school 
after the other kids have 
gone home. 

Granted, I'm not an 
expert on anxiety, but I 
don't think that "segre¬ 
gating someone with 
severe anxiety will in 
anyway help them to 
overcome the issue. 

While I do see the 
point of following proto¬ 
cols and not allowing 
just anyone to bring 
their dog to school, it 
seems that she's just one 
of many people who 
struggle with 'invisible' 
needs on a day-to-day 
basis. 

The fact is that 
although anxiety cannot 


be seen, it has the debil¬ 
itating effects as any dis¬ 
ease has. It cripples you, 
stops you from living 
your life and shelters 
you from the things that 
you want to accomplish. 

What I admire the 
most about Becca is her 
bravery for coming for¬ 
ward, for being a voice 
for others who may be 
sitting in silence with 
anxiety. 

In today's world, when 
you walk past a high 
school, or elementary 
school everyone looks 
pretty much the same. 
Students are afraid to be 
individuals, to stand out, 
to take that stand out of 


fear of being ridiculed 
and bullied by their fel¬ 
low peers. 

When I read her story 
my thoughts immedi¬ 
ately strayed away from 
the initial problem of 
her service dog to a 
much larger scope. For 
things to change there 
always has to be that 
one person who is will¬ 
ing to take a stand. 
Following that one per¬ 
son is usually another, 
and another until the 
change gradually begins 
to take shape. 

The rally in St. 
Catharines on Tuesday 
showed that unity and 
support. 


It wasn't just Becca 
and her family out there 
but members of the 
community and the 
school. 

Depression and anxi¬ 
ety - or any unseen 
mental illness for that 
matter, still has a lot of 
obstacles to overcome. 
There's the stigma and 
the fear that is caused 
by the stigma. People 
aren't OK coming for¬ 
ward, or telling people 
thatthey suffer. Students 
in school are afraid of 
being ridiculed, while 
moving into your adult 
life you're afraid you'll 
appear unhireable 
because you may not 


be a horrendous task to 
stop the epidemic of 
obesity and Type 2 dia¬ 
betes. These two prob¬ 
lems will bankrupt the 
health care system in 
the years ahead. But the 
scientific evidence is 
available to stop the # 
one killer heart attack. If 
I had my life to live over 
again I’d start taking 
Medi-C Plus as soon as I 
could afford it. It would 
have saved me from a 
heart attack 15 years ago 
and could save others. 
So I wish more young 
people had attended my 
talks. 

Adding it up, being on 
the road and talking to 
so many readers was a 
great experience.. Now 
I’m back to work, lonely 
again, staring at the 
computer screen.

After less than five 
months on the job, Fort 
Erie's chief administra¬ 
tive officer Larry Adams 
is no longer employed 
at Town Hall. 

At Monday's regular 
council meeting, local 
politicians and staff 
went into closed session 
to discuss a human 
resource matter, 
described as a perfor¬ 
mance review for the 
CAO. 

When returning from 
behind closed doors, 
council rose with a 
report that directed the 
mayor to act on instruc¬ 
tions from council. 

A registered vote was 
taken and all members 
of council voted in 
favour of the report but 
no specific details about 
the decision were ever 
presented. 

In a press release 
issued by the munici¬ 
pality on Wednesday 
afternoon, the reason 
given for Adams’ depar¬ 
ture is "personal and 
family” considerations. 

“I am grateful for the 
opportunity to serve the 
council and residents of 
Fort Erie,” Adams is 
quoted saying in the 
press release. 

“I have enjoyed my 
time in Fort Erie. It’s a 
great place with a lot of 
potential.” 

Adams was hired by 
the Town of Fort Erie 
after a year-and-a-half 
of closed session delib¬ 
erations while the for¬ 


mer director of infra¬ 
structure services Ron 
Tripp was given the job 
on an interim basis. 

Some members of 
council expressed their 
support for Tripp to be 
given the CAO position 
permanently but the 
majority around the 
horseshoe did not allow 
that to happen. 

Tripp eventually left 
Fort Erie to become the 
director of transporta¬ 
tion and environmental 
services with the City of 
St. Catharines. 

He started his new 
job on Apr. 8. 

Adams is the former 
CAO of Huron County 
and was dismissed of 
this position in Sept. 
2012. 

According to the 
Goderich Signal Star, 
another Sun Media 
publication, Adams and 
a fellow member of 
senior staff left after an 
auditor’s report was 
released pertaining to 
mileage expenses 
accrued on county- 
owned vehicles. 

He has over 24 years 
of municipal experi¬ 
ence in small urban, 
rural lower, single and 
upper tiers of govern¬ 
ment and has been liv¬ 
ing temporarily in Fort 
Erie. 

“Larry is a thoughtful, 
genuine person who 
obviously enjoys what 
he does.

Niagara Regional 
Police are warning 
local businesses who 
deal with overseas 
suppliers about an 
ongoing email scam. 

Police say suspects 
have been contacting 
local businesses by 
e-mail, pretending to 
be a known supplier 
of the business. 

The fraudsters then 
advise that the sup¬ 
plier has changed its 
banking informa- 

They request that 
all payments be for¬ 
warded to new bank 
accounts by elec¬ 
tronic transfer. The 
email appears to be 
from a known con¬ 


tact of the supplier, 
with an email address 
very close to the 
original. 

By the time the 
fraud is realized, the 
funds have been 
removed from the 
bank accounts. 

Police advise busi¬ 
nesses not to act on 
email contact infor¬ 
mation alone. 

They suggest veri¬ 
fying the legitimacy 
of a change in bank¬ 
ing information by 
speaking with a 
known company rep¬ 
resentative by phone, 
using contact infor¬ 
mation already on 
file.

If an owner chooses, 
they may permit pri¬ 
vate property access or 
personally contribute 
further notes and pho¬ 
tos. Items that are 
always of interest 
include details on the 
year of construction, 
materials used, style, 
design, craftsmanship, 
character, past owners 
and/or associations of 
that property with the 
Greater Fort Erie area 
and its local narrative. 
From there the Built 
Heritage Group as a 
whole will formally 
assess and grade the 
properties, determin¬ 
ing which are worthy 
of further investigation 
and possible designa¬ 
tion. 

This will occur rarely 


and only in a few 
exceptional cases. The 
data collected will also 
be used to help coun¬ 
cil in deciding whether 
to create one or more 
Heritage Conservation 
Districts. Mainly, it 
will add significantly 
to the tools available to 
engage the public, 
explain the importance 
of heritage, and build 
community pride. 

This is a massive 
undertaking; creating 
an inventory of built 
heritage from every 
comer of Greater Fort 
Erie. Not simply 
homes, but businesses, 
barns, outbuildings 
and other man-made 
architectural features 
that make it worthy of 
note.

designated.
